SYNOPSIS 


On December 14, 2007, at about 2245 hours, Deputies Gonzalo Galvez and Ruben Quintero were 
patrolling the area of 96" Street and Halldale Avenue in Los Angeles. The deputies initiated a traffic 
stop of a black Chevrolet Silverado truck with tinted windows and paper plates for a traffic violation. 
The truck stopped at the corner of 95" Street and Halldale Avenue. The deputies could not see 
inside of the truck due to the dark tinted windows. 


Deputy Quintero, who was the passenger, exited the patrol car and approached the truck at the 
passenger side. As he walked past the front bumper of the patrol car, the driver of the truck backed 
up and tried to hit Deputy Quintero with the vehicle. Deputy Quintero jumped out of the way of the 
truck to avoid being hit. The truck then traveled eastbound on 95" Street at a high rate of speed. The 
deputies got back into their patrol car and gave chase. Deputy Quintero advised Sheriff's 
Communications Center (SCC) that they were in vehicle pursuit of an assault with a deadly weapon 
on a peace officer suspect. 


Deputies Galvez and Quintero chased the truck eastbound 95" Street to northbound Budlong 
Avenue, then eastbound 93“ Street. The truck slowed down considerably as it approached Vermont 
Avenue. Two of the suspects then exited the truck at the driver’s side and one suspect exited the 
passenger side. The suspect who exited the passenger side had a gun in his hand. All three suspects 
ran northbound in an alley located just west of Vermont Avenue. The truck continued forward and 
eventually stopped in the southbound lanes of Vermont Avenue. 


Deputies Galvez and Quintero chased all three suspects on foot. Deputy Quintero advised SCC that 


they were in foot pursuit. The deputies saw the suspect with the gun jump over a wrought iron fence 
at the east side of the alley just north of 93" Street. The deputies watched the suspect as he 
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continued running northeast bound behind some buildings. The deputies continued to chase the 
other two suspects who were still running northbound in the alley. 


The two suspects jumped over a chain linked fence which closed off the north end of the alley. As 
the second suspect jumped over the fence, the deputies saw a gun in his hand. Both suspects then 
turned immediately to the east and jumped over a second chain linked fence. One of the suspects 
continued running northeast bound and out of view. The second suspect with the gun landed on the 
other side of the fence in a crouched position with the gun still in his hand. The suspect then raised 
the gun toward the deputies, who were stil] in the alley way. Fearing that the suspect was about to 
shoot at him and his partner, Deputy Galvez fired four times from his Beretta 92F 9mm duty weapon 
at the suspect but missed. The suspect with the gun then moved for a split second then, once again, 
raised the gun toward the deputies. Fearing that the suspect was about to shoot at them, Deputy 
Galvez fired an additional four times and Deputy Quintero fired one time at the suspect. ‘The suspect 
was not hit. The suspect then ran northeast bound in between some buildings and out of view. 


A containment was set up by Sheriff's Department personnel. With the assistance of K-9 units, two 
of the three suspects were apprehended. The criminal investigation was handled by detective from 
Safe Streets Bureau. The third suspect was apprehended several days later. 


Deputy Quintero sustained a sprained left ankle, a strained left hamstring muscle and left leg nerve 
injury as a result of this incident. 


Sergeants Steve Kim and Scott Hill, along with Lieutenant Clay Porlier, from Internal Affairs 
Bureau, responded to the location and conducted the administrative review. Personnel from the 
Sheriff's crime lab also responded and processed the scene. 


IAB Lieutenant Porlier checked to see that the watch commander, Lieutenant Patrick Bears took 
reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident 
among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel did not collectively consult with their 
attorney or representative. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Porlier checked to see if the watch 
commander attempted to have involved and witness personnel gather in the company ofa supervisor 
until they have provided a statement to the assigned investigators.

INVOLVED PERSONNEL STATEMENT 
Deputy Gonzalo Galvez: 


Deputy Galvez was interviewed by Sergeants Steve Kim and Yolanda Clay of the Intemal Affairs 
Bureau on January 16, 2008, at 1351 hours. He was represented by Attorney Deborah Schild from 
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“Green and Shinee.” The interview was digitally recorded. 


Deputy Galvez has been employed by the Sheriff's Department for nine years. He has been a 
assigned to Lennox Station for about two years. 


Deputy Galvez said he and his partner, Deputy Ruben Quintero, were working patrol in unit 31, 
Early Morning shift, on December 14, 2007. He was driving and Deputy Quintero was the 
passenger. They were in the area of 96" Street and Halldale Avenue when they saw a black 
Chevrolet Silverado truck traveling northbound on Halldale Avenue at a high rate of speed. The 
truck windows were tinted very dark and it had paper plates. Deputy Galvez drove behind the truck 
to stop the vehicle for speeding, tinted windows and paper plates. 


TAB Note: The area of 96" Street and Halldale Avenue are narrow residential streets. 
There are street lights which were lit at the time of this incident. There were 
few cars parked on both side of Halidale Avenue. 


Deputy Galvez activated the overhead red lights and his spotlight to stop the truck. The truck slowly 
came to a stop at the corner of Halldale Avenue and 95" Street. It stopped facing northeast bound, 
about ten feet away from the curb. Deputy Galvez stopped his vehicle about five feet behind the 
truck and off set to the left of the truck. 


Deputy Galvez said Deputy Quintero exited the patrol vehicle first and approached the truck at the 
passenger side. Deputy Galvez exited the patrol car moments after Deputy Quintero, Deputy Galvez 
suddenly heard the truck’s gear engage then accelerate into reverse toward Deputy Quintero. He saw 
Deputy Quintero quickly jump out of the way of the truck to avoid being hit. The truck then 
traveled, easthound on 95" Street at a high rate of speed toward Normandie Avenue. 


TAB Note: Deputy Galvez said when the truck initially stopped, there was no parked car 
or any other obstacle in front of it. It had a clear open path to proceed 
forward without having to back up. There was no doubt in Deputy Galvez’s 
mind that the driver of the truck intended to hit Deputy Quintero with the 
vehicle. 


Deputy Galvez said he and Deputy Quintero got back into their patrol car, activated the patrol car’s 
siren, and chased the truck. Deputy Quintero advised SCC that they were in vehicle pursuit of an 
assault with a deadly weapon on a peace officer suspect. Deputy Galvez said he did not know how 
many suspects were in the truck because the windows were too dark. 


Deputy Galvez said they chased the truck eastbound 95" Street to northbound Budlong Avenue, then 
eastbound 93 Street. He said their speed reached up to 50 miles per hour. He said there was no 
vehicle or foot traffic due to the time of night. It was obvious to Deputy Galvez that the driver of 
the truck was trying to evade them. Deputy Quintero updated their location to SCC. 
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Deputy Galvez said as they approached Vermont Avenue, the truck slowed down consi 
Then, the truck doors on both sides opened and three suspects jumped out. Two suspects 

jumped out of the driver’s side and a third suspect jumped out of the passenger’s 
side. The truck slowly continued eastbound on Vermont Avenue. All three suspects ran northbound 
in an alley, which was located west of Vermont Avenue. 


Deputy Galvez stopped the patrol car and exited as Deputy Quini adcasted that they were now 
in foot pursuit. Deputy Galvez focused his attention on Saoer. exited the 
driver’s side, Then, he heard Deputy Quintero yell “He’s got a gun! He’s got a gun!” Deputy 
Galvez immediately focused his attention on Suspce llc saw a blue steel small caliber 
handgun in his right hand. 


Deputy Galvez said he removed his duty weapon (Beretta 92, 9mm) from his holster and chased. 
the suspects about 50 feet behind the last suspect, who was Sep INI en Galvez knew 
that Deputy Quintero was directly behind him because he could hear his footsteps. Deputy Galvez 
said he was familiar with the area so he knew that the alley was closed off by a chain linked fence 


about 100 yards north of 93 Street. Deputy Galvez then saw Suspect ump over a black 
wrought iron fence which ran along the east side of the alley. Suspec: hen ran eastbound 
toward Vermont Avenue. Fearing that Suspect ould double back and come behind the 


Galvez, could hear Deputy Quintero running behind him. Deputy Galvez said Suspec ever 
looked back and continued to run northeast bound toward Vermont Avenue and out of view behind 
a building 


deputies, Deputy Galvez kept an eye on him as he continued to run northbound in the ae Deputy 


Deputy Galvez said he and Deputy Quintero continued to chase after Suspect: oe 
northbound in the alley. Suspect umped over the chain linked fence which closed off the 
north end of the alley. Suspec: ‘ollowed directly behind Suspect M Just prior to 
grabbing the chain linked fence to jump over it, Suspec emoved a blue steel handgun from 
his pant pocket. With the gun in his right hand, Suspect grabbed the chain linked fence and 
jumped over it. Deputy Galvez told Deputy Quintero that the suspect had a gun. Deputy Galvez 
heard Deputy Quintero advise SCC that they had an additional suspect with a gun. 


Deputy Galvez said as soon as he saw the gun in Suspe Me: hand, he stopped running and 
started slowly walking backwards to a wooden light post which was at the east side ofthe alley. As 
he did this, Deputy Galvez saw —_— eastbound and jump over another 
chain linked fence. Suspec! ontinued to run northbound between parked cars and out of 
view. 


Deputy Galvez said Suspect A niei on the ground in a crouched position after jumping over 


the second chain linked fence. Suspect en, inst ing away, turned his body toward 
the direction of Deputy Galvez and his partner. Sus] aised his right hand, extended his 
arm, and pointed the gun at him. Fearing that as going to shoot him, Deputy Galvez 
fired four times (two double taps) at Suspects he continued to back up toward the light post. 
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He said his backdrop was an auto repair business building and parked cars. He said the distance 
between him and the suspect was about twenty feet. He then advised SCC that he was involved in 
a shooting. 


=. Galvez said he saw Suspect icxi conceal himself behind car. He yelled at —_ 


o stop and raise his hands. However, Suspe: turned toward him. Suspect 
pointed the gun at him again but this time his arm was not fully extended. Therefore, fearing that 
— -s going to shoot him, Deputy Galvez fired four more times (two double taps) at the 
suspect. He said his backdrop was the same as his previous shots. He said the distance between him 
and the suspect was about thirty feet. Suspect then tumed and ran northbound in between 
parked cars, out of view. 


Deputy Galvez said a containment was quickly established. With the assistance of numerous other 
deputy personnel and K-9 units, Suspect nd EE were located and arrested. Suspect 
s arrested at a later date by detectives from Safe Streets Bureau. 


Deputy Galvez said he and Deputy Quintero were regular radio car partners for several months in 
the past. They have discussed different tactical situations by giving each other various scenarios. 
They discussed traffic/pedestrian stop tactics, vehicle/foot pursuit tactics, and communicating with 
each other. 


Deputy Galvez was not injured as a result of this incident. 
Refer to Deputy Galvez’s interview transcript and recording (Lucid job #22135) for further details. 


IAB Note: Deputy Galvez prepared an incident report and a supplementary report, 
under the file number 007-12969-0370-053, detailing his involvement in this 
investigation. His statement was consistent with his account of the incident 
in his report.

Deputy Ruben Quintero: 

Deputy Quintero was interviewed by Sergeants Kim and Clay of the Internal Affairs Bureau on 
March 19, 2008, at 1357 hours. He was represented by Attorney Deborah Schild from “Green and 
Shinee.” The interview was digitally recorded. 


Deputy Quintero has been employed by the Sheriff's Department for about nine years. He has been 
assigned to Lennox Station for about two years. 


Deputy Quintero said he and his partner, Deputy Galvez, were in the area of Halldale Avenue and 
96" Street when they saw a black Chevrolet truck. The truck was traveling at a high rate of speed, 
northbound on Halldale Avenue. The windows of the truck had a “limo tint.” The truck also had 
paper plates. 
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Deputy Quintero said he and Deputy Galvez decided to step the truck for speeding and tinted 
windows. He could not see how many occupants were in the truck because of the dark tinted 
windows. Deputy Quintero shined his spotlight into the truck as Deputy Galvez activated the 
overhead lights. The truck stopped at the corner of Halldale Avenue and 95" Street. It stopped in 
an awkward angle, facing northeast bound, about five to eight feet from the curb line. Therefore, 
Deputy Galvez, who was driving, stopped their patrol vehicle about six feet behind the truck and off 
set in somewhat of an awkward angle as well. 


Deputy Quintero exited the vehicle and approached the truck at the passenger side. Just as he walked 
past the front bumper of the patrol car, he heard the truck’s engine rev up. The truck then backed 
up toward him, coming within inches from hitting him. Deputy Quintero said he had to jump out 
of the way to avoid being hit by the truck. Deputy Quintero had his duty weapon out at that point 
but he did not fire because he was caught off guard and the truck immediately proceeded forward, 
eastbound on 95" Street toward Normandie Avenue at a high rate of speed. 


IAB Note: Deputy Quintero said he believed that the driver of the truck intentionally 
tried to hit him because he had a clear path to go forward without backing 
up. 


Deputy Quintero said he had to quickly “get [his] wits” together then jump back into his patrol car 
and went after the truck. Deputy Quintero said he turned down the volume on his handheld radio 
to avoida feedback. He then grabbed the car radio microphone to broadcast that they were in pursuit 
of an assault with a deadly weapon on a peace officer suspect. He and Deputy Galvez were able to 
catch up to the vehicle between Normandie Avenue and Budlong Avenue. The truck then went 
northbound on Budlong Avenue then eastbound on 93“ Street. Deputy Quintero continuously 
updated SCC of their location. He said he did not know how many occupants were in the truck 
because of the tinted windows. 


Deputy Quintero said the truck slowed down considerably as it approached Vermont Avenue. 
Deputy Quintero and his partner were still several cars behind the truck and they knew that an Aero 
unit was responding. Deputy Quintero then saw Suspect A uv out of the passenger's side 
of the truck with a small caliber blue steel handgun in his hand. Suspects nd ER umped 
out of the driver’s side. The truck continued to travel eastbound on 93% Street toward Vermont 
Avenue. All three suspects ran northbound in an alley located west of Vermont Avenue. 


Deputy Quintero said just before running after the suspects, he advised SCC that they were now in 
foot pursuit of the suspects. He then ran after the suspects with Deputy Galvez just a few feet in 
front of him. 


Deputy Quintero said as Suspect a: northbound in the alley he put the gun in his pants 


pocket. Suspect then jumped over the wrought iron fence which ran along the east side of 
the alley. Suspec: ontinued to run eastbound toward Vermont Avenue and out of view. 
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Dep uintero said he and Deputy Galvez continued northbound in the alley behind Suspects i 
—_e 

Deputy Quintero said he knew that the alley was closed off by a chain linked fence at the north side. 
He also knew that there was a house on 92™ Street, just north of the alley, that was frequently used 
by the local gang members to hide from deputies. He figured that the suspects were running to that 
house. 


Deputy Quintero said Suspec i umped over the chain linked fence. Suspeciffftured 
eastbound and jumped over another chain linked fence. He continued running northeast bound and 
out of view. 


Deputy Quintero said Suspecifollowed Suspect EF osely behind. However, when 
Suspect| eached the first chain linked fence he produced a small caliber blue steel handgun 
from his pants pocket. Deputy Quintero yelled, “Gun, gun!” Suspec M ed the first fence 
then the second chain linked fence to the east. Deputy Quintero saw Suspect land on the 
ground in a crouched position after jumping over the second fence. He said Suspect then 


raised the gun and aimed it at his partner, Deputy Galvez. 


Deputy Quintero said at that moment, he was positioned closer to the east side of the alley slightly 
behind Deputy Galvez. Deputy Galvez was closer to the middle of the alley and moving backwards 
in the easterly direction. Deputy Quintero thought that Deputy Galvez was going to come eastbound 
into his line of fire. Therefore, Deputy Quintero did not fire his weapon but moved to try to get a 
better shot at Suspect At the same time, Deputy Galvez fired his weapon at susp 
Deputy Quintero advised SCC that they were involved in a shooting. 


Deputy Quintero said he and Deputy Galvez moved back near the wooden light post, which was at 
the east side of the alley way. Seconds after the first volley of fire, he saw Suspect Mi: the 
handgun again toward their direction. Fearing that the suspect was about to shoot him and his 
partner, and since Deputy Galvez was no longer in his line of fire, Deputy Quintero fired his duty 
weapon at Suspect [J Deputy Quintero thought that he fired twice but he later learned that he 
fired only once. He said his backdrop was a closed business building and some parked cars. Deputy 
Quintero said there were no other persons out at that time of the night. 


Suspect rca and ran northeast bound in between the parked cars and businesses and out of 
view. Deputy Quintero said he again advised SCC that they were involved in a shooting. Deputy 
Quintero said Deputy Galvez started setting up a containment. Two of the suspects were located 
within the containment and arrested. A third suspect was arrested at a later date by detectives from 
Safe Streets Bureau. 


Deputy Quintero said he and Deputy Galvez has work together for about four months in the past. 
They gave each other different scenarios and discussed tactical situations. Their discussions ranged 
from simple traffic/pedestrian stops to complex tactical situation. They talked about communicating 
with each other, especially during traffic stops. 
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Deputy Quintero twisted his left ankle and injured his left hamstring muscles and nerves during this 
incident. He was unable to work for several weeks due to the injuries. He underwent physical 
therapy and he is currently on light duty at Lennox Station.

Deputy Quintero prepared a supplementary report, under the file number

The suspects’ vehicle, a Chevrolet Silverado truck, was later determined to 
be a reported stolen out of Thousand Oaks, California. A copy of Ventura 
County Sheriff's Department report, under the file number 07-29183, is 
included in this investigation as Exhibit C. 


The entire area was searched in an attempt to locate the suspects’ weapons. 
However, the weapons were not located. 


Recording of Lennox Station Dispatch Voice Print was downloaded into a 
compact disc and included in this investigation as Exhibit D. 


Personnel from Lennox Station canvassed the area for possible witnesses. 
Refer to supplementary reports prepared by the deputies, under the file 
number 0078-12969-0370-053, which are included in this investigation as 
Exhibit E, for further details. 


Sergeant Kim examined Deputy Gaivez’s duty weapon (serial number 
BE. and Deputy Quintero’s duty weapon (serial number 
BE. on the night of the incident. Deputy Galvez’s weapon had one 
live round in the chamber and seven live rounds in the magazine. Deputy 
Quintero’s weapon had one live round in the chamber and fourteen live 
rounds in the magazine. The weapons were seized by firearms examiner, 
Deputy Dale Falicon. The weapons were examined, test fired and found to 
be functional. The weapons were later returned to Deputies Galvez and 
Quintero. 


Deputy Falicon recovered nine expended 9mm casings on the ground at the 
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north end of the alley. He also recovered one fired bullet which was laying 
in a tire that was leaning against the south facing wall at es: 92 
Street. There was a bullet impact on the same wall directly over the tire. 


Deputy Falicon prepared two supplementary reports, under the file number 
007-12969-03 70-053, detailing his findings. Copy of his reports are included 
in this investigation as Exhibit F. 


Forensic Identification Specialist Martin Mutuc responded to the location 
and processed the scene. He took digital photographs and prepared a sketch 
of the scene. Copy of evidence list, sketch and printout of photographs are 
included in this investigation as Exhibit G. 


The vehicle and foot pursuit evaluation was completed by Sergeant Milton 
Murphy at Lennox Station. Copy of the pursuit evaluation packet is included 


in this investigation as Exhibit H.

He then heard deputies yelling at him to stop but he 
ignored the orders and continued to run northbound in the alley. suspect filo the detectives 
that he climbed over a fence. As he jumped off the fence, he fell onto the ground. He said he injured 
his left elbow as he landed on the ground. He quickly stood up and turned his body toward the 
deputies. He saw one of the deputies holding his gun. He reached across the front of his baggy 
sweatshirt with his right hand and clutched his left elbow. He then quickly removed his right hand 
from his elbow. At that point he heard gunshots so he continued to run away. He then hid in the 
area until he was located by the Sheriff's K-9 unit. 


Suspecifto!d the detectives that he did not possess a gun and that he did not think that his 
friends had a gun. He told the detectives that he was a member of the “Flatline Boys.” He had 
“Flatline” and “NTB” (Nothing But Trouble) shaved into the hair on the back of his head. 


Suspect fustained an abrasion to his left elbow and dog bites to his left hand, left arm and 
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back.
